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SOME RECENT EXHIBITIONS 

The Detroit Art Museum has supple- 
mented its collection of contemporary 
American paintings during the past sum- 
mer by loans from its sister institutions. 
The Carnegie Institute has lent Frank 
W. Benson's "Portrait of a Boy"; from 
the Buffalo Fine Arts Academy came 
"Vivacetta," by F. Ballard Williams; 
the Chicago Art Institute contributed 
"Girl in Grey," by M. Jean McLane. 

Among paintings recently acquired by 
the Detroit Museum of Art either 
through gift or purchase are works by 
Gari Melchers, J. Francis Murphy, 
Childe Hassam, D. W. Tryon, Robert 
Reid, T. W. Dewing and Willard Met- 
calf. 

While the Fogg Museum of Harvard 
University was undergoing alterations 
last summer a part of its interesting col- 
lections was shown in the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston. This exhibition com- 
prises primitive Italian paintings re- 
cently acquired by the Fogg Museum, 
Greek marbles and a Renaissance relief, 
together with the Gray and Randall col- 
lections of engravings. 

A special exhibition of early German 
prints comprising works by the little 
masters was shown in the Art Museum 
during July and August. 

An exhibition of . paintings by Max 
Weber, an American of Russian descent, 
who is an exponent of the latest and 
most rebellious school of paintings 
known variously under the titles of 
cubists, futurists, neo-impressionists, etc., 
was held under the auspices of the New- 
ark Museum Association in the Public 
Library during the past summer. 

Horatio Walker, A. Phimister Proctor, 
Ernest Lawson and Charles P. Gruppe 
were all represented by groups of works 
in the Sixth Annual Exhibition of the 
Canadian Art Club which was held last 
summer in the galleries of the Art 
Museum in Toronto. 

Among the summer exhibitions of note 



was that of American Art, both paintings 
and sculpture, held at Poland Springs, 
Maine, for the nineteenth successive sea- 
son. This comprised about 175 works 
and collectively upheld a high standard. 

An exhibition of old silver owned in 
Worcester County, was held in the 
Worcester Art Museum Gallery from 

June 15th to September 15th and in- 
cluded many fine specimens. 

NEWS ITEMS 

The Memorial Art Gallery, given to 
the University of Rochester., by Mrs. 
James S. Watson in memory of her son 
James G. Averell, was opened"- to the 
public on the 9th of October with a 
notable inaugural exhibition of paintings 
by American artists. The exhibition 
comprised over ISO canvases by the fore- 
most painters, including noteworthy ex- 
amples of the works of deceased artists 
such as Whistler, Inness, Fuller, Homer, 
John LaFarge and others. The dedica- 
tion exercises were held on the afternoon 
of the eighth, at which the principal ad- 
dress was made by Mr. Robert W. de 
Forest, President of the American Fed- 
eration of Arts. 

Mr. Charles Mulford Robinson, of 
Rochester, whose writings on the subject 
of civic improvement are well known, has 
been appointed Professor of Civic De- 
sign in the University of Illinois. This 
is the first Chair on this subject which 
has actually been established in the 
United States, the instruction previously 
given in other universities having been 
incidental to other subjects and under 
the direction of instructors of other de- 
partments. The course will be open to 
seniors only and will aim to teach what 
is admirable and what is not, in city 
planning. Mr. Robinson will retain his 
residence in Rochester, but spend part 
of the year at the university in Urbana 
and will continue his outside work.

25th to November 23d. It will comprise 
original paintings in oil, water color, 
pastel and other mediums, completed 
within two years. Three diplomas will 
be awarded for merit; in addition to 
which special mention will be made of 
the best work in water color or pastel. 
The jury of selection comprises, not 
only Pittsburgh artists, but artists in 
Philadelphia and New York. Mr. James 
Bonar is Chairman of the Exhibition 
Committee. 

The National Institute of Arts and 
Letters will hold its annual meeting at 
the Chicago Art Institute in November 
at the time of the opening of the An- 
nual Exhibition of oil paintings and 
sculpture by American artists. The 
opening reception, to be held November 
14th, will be made a reception to the 
National Institute, and a special exhibi- 
tion will be arranged of the works of 
artists who are members of this or- 
ganization. 

The Corcoran Gallery of Art in Wash- 
ington has recently acquired a portrait 
of Commodore Morris painted by Ary 
Scheffer and presented to Mrs. Morris 
by LaFayette in 1826. The painting 
was given to the Corcoran Gallery by 
the heirs of Mrs. Morris and is accom- 
panied by the original letter of gift. It 
is of interest, not only historically, but 
as a work of art of unusual force and 
character. 

The American Academy in Rome has 
received from Mrs. F. D. Millet the 
collection of costumes assembled by her 
distinguished husband. This collection is 
considered one of the largest and best 
in existence and will be of incalculable 
value to the students of the Academy 
who will now have its free use. 

A meeting of the Directors of the 
American Federation of Arts was held 
on the 13th of October. Many matters 
of importance were considered and plans 
made for the further development of the 
Federation's work. The next Conven- 
tion will be held in May at Chicago. 
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BOOK REVIEWS 

LAWRENCE. BY. SIR WALTER ARM- 
STRONG. Charles Scribner's Sons, New 
York, Publishers. 

This is an interesting biography, giv- 
ing both historical facts concerning Sir 
Thomas Lawrence's life and also a very 
astute and just estimate of the value of 
his works. Sir Walter Armstrong 
writes as one having not only authority 
but broad vision, and what he says, 
therefore, is of more than usual inter- 
est. He does not, in writing of Law- 
rence, forget the great artists who 
preceded him, nor in becoming his biog- 
rapher lay aside his critical judgment. 
As a biographer, however, he is open- 
minded, accurate and just. The story is 
engaging, the facts and comments worth 
remembering, and the catalogue of works
